In an age tike ours when the 
dollar buiks so big this is an all 
important question, The ligour 
traffic driven, by the stern logic of 
“things as they are,” from one po- 
sition to another, has taken its last 
stand upon the charge that Veto 
hurts business, 

This is a matter that cannot be 
settled by theory, or philosophy, or 
by individual opinion. Much less 
can it be settled by the ipse dixit 
of afew dry travellers or other 
friends of the trade. 

If Veto hurts business; than in 
the nature of the case the business 
men in Veto towns would be the 
tirst to know it. Lf it kills towns, 
then the townspeople in the dead 
towns—unless they are dead too— 
wouhi grasp the fact. This is too 
obvious to need arguing. 

Now, what are the facts? 

Last yeur the liquor traffic stat- 
ed—and their friends echoed— 
tnat the veto municipalities in 
Manitoba are dead aud the people 
anxious, nay, yearning for their 
day of release when at the polls 
they vould repeal veto and bring 
resurrection to their cadaverous 

| towus. 

And so with a flourish of tramp- 
ets and beat.ng of tomtoms, the 
trade attacked veto in the 24 places 
that were open for repeal. They 
told the people that their towns 
were dead aud that a repeal of ye- 
to would Lring life and wealth and 
abounding good times. 

Curious to relate 14 of the 24 
dead places were so pieased - with 
their death like state that they re. 
fused even to submit a repeal by- 
law to the vote of the electors. 

In 10 of the 24 places the traffic 
succeeded in bringing on a vote 
and in 9 out of the 10 the veto by- 

‘daw was overwhelmingly sustained. 
The tenth was Ki'donan, a little 
municipality including a portign 
of Winnipey subuibs and here the 
repeal was curried. 

The Reeve of Kildonan is auth- 
ority for the statement that thr-e- 
fourths of the resident voters, vot- 
ed against repeal.. The majority 
was secured by imported voters 
frm Winnipeg, and many of these 
\ ere personutors. : 

Aud so the people in 24 out of 
| 24 places in Manit»ba put them. 
‘selves ou record as highty satistied 
with the results of veto: Some of 
these places had been dry fora 
good many years, others for only 
| two or three years. 

Consider one place as a sample. 
Fae the town of Birtle, veto was or- 
izinally carried by a majority of 
jonly one, and it had been in force 
jfor some time.

Manifestly the men who would 
know it first and best are the resi 
dents, Their Amphatic and unan- 
imous answer to the charge was 
given at the polls last December. 
Tn Ontario 153 places were open 
to yn last winter. The trade 
hand picked 27 places and brought 
on arepeal vote. They picked the 
places in which they felt sure of 
vietory-including Owen Sound, 


In 25 out of the 27 ‘the repeal | 


w.s beaten and veto sustained by 
1 rge vote, In two villages the 
urade seemed to gain victory. But 
the facts are that these two places, 
Courtwright and Hepworth, never 
carried the véto in the first place 
but being parts of municipulities 
were outvoted by the surrounding 
country, ‘They then became incor. 
porated and: submitted a repea! 
vote. The liquor majoriiy on re- 
peal was smaller than it was when 
the by-law was carried. So even 
here the trade suffered defeat. in 
this at Jeast that it lost yround. 

As a matter of fact, therefore, 
the trade lost 27 out of 27 places 
In these places the people said 
that loval- option was good enough 
to keep, ‘ 

This class of evidence ought to’ 
be conclusive to any fair minded 
man. But toit could be added the 
testimony of a multitude of busi- 
ness men. For instance: 

W HB Hill, Mayor of Hartney, 
Manitoba, the leading merchant.

Councillor A Fry, of Hartney, 
siys: “I have always worked again- 
st veto, and thought that we would 
be better off with a license. 


But I want to be honest and 


must say veto is a success. Ico 
not bil eve that ten men could te 
found to vote against. it.” 

R RB Griffitt, Grand Forks, 
the M rchant.’rince of North Da- 
kota, s.ys: “The saloon is compet- 
itor to the store and a detriment to 
every legitimate ‘business, Asa 
purely business proposition, any 
community is a gainer by abolish- 
ing the liquor trattic.” 

After thie2 years of Local Option 
in Toronto Junction and with two 
new banks, one banker said: ‘*We 
have $100,000 more in our Savings 
Department than we had three 
years ago.” 

A iseting Dry Goods man of Tor- 
onto Junction said: “In spite of 
the increased competition my bns- 
iness is better today. Families that 
had little to spend in bar-room days 
have money now and are buying 
better goods and paying cash.” 

E Letherby, Mayor of Midland, 
says: “Arguments of the liquor in- 
\t-rests, that Local Option would 

1njire business, or cause a divers- 
icn from here, are in my opinion 
absurd. There has been absolute- 
ly no diversion of business from 
here—-with the exception of the li- 
quor traffic. Our merchants testi- 
ty to a substantial increase in bus- 
iness, on a better cash basis, and 
‘report the payment of accounts 
weitten off as worthless, when the 
bars were running,” 


iI recently met the finished article 
of the liquor trade. He was lying 
ina gutter. He had ao hat; the 
hat trade was suffering. His’ coat 
was full of holes; the tailoring 
trade was suffering. He had no 
shirt; the haberdashery trade was 
suffering. He had no stockings: 
the hosiery trade was suffering. 
He was dirty; the soap trade was 
suffering. Indeed, I can hardly 
mention an industry that was not 
affected by that man’s insobriety.”’

wenty-one years at an annua; rental of $1 an 
sev. Not more than 2560 acres will be leased to 
one applicant, ‘ z 
Application fora lease must be made tothe Agent 
or Sub-agent of the district ‘in whieh the rights 
applied for are situated. 

In surveyed territory the land must be describ- 
ed by sections, or legal sub-divisons of sections bl 
and in unsurveyed territory the track applied for 
shall be staked out, 

Each application must be accompanied by a fee 
of $5 which will be refunded if the rights applied 
for are not available but not otherwiie A royalty 
shall be paid on the merchantable out put of the 
mine at the rate of five cents per ton, 

The person operating the mines shall fuknish 
the Agent with sworn returns, mor tily, aecount- 
ing forthe full quan. ty cf merugttebie coal 
mine and pay the royalty hereon. ii te ba. 
mining rights are not veing operated, such rel 
tums should be furnishe 1 at least once a yer, 

The lease willinciuae the coal mining ryuts 
only. but the lessee may be permitted to purchase 
whatever av ble surface rights may be con- 
siered necessary for the working of the mine 
at the rate of $1.00 an acre. 

The Minister may reserve foran applicant the 
coal mining rights under 2,560 acres of contigu-
